2 . Colonel White commented on a report he had had from the Chairman, 
Language Development Committee which reflected unfavorable progre»»— the 
Agency is not doing as well as had been thought. Colonel White will die- 
tribute copies of the report to the Deputies for study and urged, among 
other things, the establishment of a program vitiin the Directorates by which 
the Deputies could themselves monitor progress. 

3 . Colonel White commented on a report from the Director of Personnel 
regarding the entrance on duty picture for this Fiscal Year. At the present 
rate there will be a short fall of 90 to 90 professionals and about 200 cler- 
icals, which, taken together with the present undaratrength, would place the 
Agency at 375 under ceiling at the end of June. The Director of Personnel 
pointed out that the critical problem is the casts in process, and it is now 
too late to do anything about EDD'b for thiB year in the professional category. 
It was urged, however, that action be taken to ensure that early after the 
beginning of the next Fiscal Year cleared candidates would be available. It 
was noted that an additional campaign was being undertaken to improve the 
clerical picture. 

1. Colonel White commented on the Inspector General's report of "Job 
Related Factors." After some discussion, it was agreed that Mr. Stewart 
would undertake a follow-up study, campling prof esslonaiB who had been on 
duty for five years and for ten years approximately — taxing two-year samples 
from eacn group. The format is to be essentially the same as the one reported. 


5. The principal issue for the meeting, Agency-academic relations, waa 
then taken up and considerable discussion was generated. The first and prin- 
cipal item was the suggestion that the Agency establish come sort of an 
external entity, such as Rand or IDA, through which it could accomplish its 
outside research either directly through the entity or through the entity with 
a university. It was agreed that there were serious problems concerning any 
long-term credibility— particularly if such an entity were solely an Agency 
dev ice — an d that it would be preferable to use an existing organization.
